when Virgil de(cribes a‘ Wit, he always meansa Vir- 
tuous Man ; and all his Sentiments of Men of Ge- 
nius are fuch as fhow Perfons diftinguifh’d from 
the common Level of Mankind; fuch as plac’d 
Happinefs in the Contempt of low Fears, and mean 
Gratifications: Fears, which we are fubject to 
with the Vulgar ; and Pleafures, which we have in 
common with Beafts. With thele illuftrious Perfo- 
nages, the Wifelt Man was the Greateft Wit; and 
none was thought worthy of that Character, unlefs 
he anfwer'd this excellent Defcription of the Poet :
